A Lemon from Defeat. 


We do not like to refer to unpleasant 


occurrences, but we find so many Republi- 
cans of an enquiring turn of mind who wish 
to study the effect that the recent borough 
elections will have upon the immediate future 
of the local Republican organization that we 
in turn with them would discuss the problem. 


The question which most generally occupies 


their thoughts is, has the factional feeling 
which found expression in tho defeat of 
Judge Bannister spout itself only to awaken 
in the breasts of the Judge's friends and 
supporters resenlmcnts and animosities which 
at the first opportunity will assert themselves 
and inaugurate a season of factional strife to 
the detriment of the Republican organization 
and success of Republican candidates ? We 
truly trust no!J as in such a course we can 
only see injury to the great organization 
which we all believe is the best equipped for 
the conduct of our public business. 


If this possibility which has occasioned

But the result of the recent election

John C Stuckert, Esq., returned kit Fri- 


day from a business trip through tbe middle 
Wc'it and in Eastern Kansas in particular, 
where he was looking alter some property iu 
Linn county for a client. 
After leaving St. 


Louis, Mo., lie went west, by the Missouri 
Pacific for about three hundred and twenty- 
live miles, then changed ut a small phico 
called Butler iu Missouri, to a branch road 
that runs into Central Kansas. 
When asked 


by a GVZITITE representative what his im- 
pressions of tho 1'opiilistic West were, Mr. 
Stuckert said: 


The unfavorable condition of 
the ag- 


ricultuial interest was at 
once 
notice- 


able immediately upon crossing the Miss- 
issippi river, aud the further west I got 
the poorer the farming community appears 
to be. It is an extremely rare thing to see 
upon tho farms of Western Missouri and 
Eastern Kansas a farm house more than one 
story in height. 
The farm houses aro all 


frame, and tho majority of them appear to bo 
about 14x^8 feet, set riglit down upon the 
prairie without any cellar underneath, con- 
taining about two rooms, some only one. An- 
other peculiarity about those buildings is 
that they are, seldom, if ever, painted or 
whitewashed, and are allowed to assume the 
dingy, forlorn appearance that buildings un- 
der these conditions must naturally assume. 


There is no doubt about the extreme pov- 


;rty of the farming classes of this section of 
our country, and an inquiry into the prices 
which they obtain for their produce, shows 
why tliis condition prevails. The great crop 
raised in this section is corn, and its selling 
price is from ten to fourteen, cents a bushel. 
Some onts are also raised as well as some 
wheat. 
Oats bring from seven to ten cents a 


bushel, and until the famine in India rained 
tlie price of wheat the market price of this 
cereal was from forty-two to forty-eight 
cents. 


All those farms have mortgages upon tliem 


drawing interest at the rate of from ten to 
twelve per cent, per annum. These Western 
States have been ambitious in tho erection of 
expensive public buildings which have in- 
variably been, built upou borrowed capital 
also at a high late of interest, which makes 
the tax rate on the valuation of tho land ex- 
tremely high. 
So that by extremely low 


prices of produce, the enormously high rates 
of interest upon their borrowed capital, and 
ligh taxation, there is nothing in the future 
'or the Westeiu farmer but insolvency. 


The scarcity of money in the commercial 


.ransoctions of the West, I am now speaking 
of the country not of the large cities, is ex- 
tremely noticeable, ^and so far as I could ob- 
serve, nearly all of tbe business was conduct- 
ed upon the exchange system by which one 
commodity at prices agreed upon was giveii 
in exchange for another commodity also at a 
price agreed upon.

Safe Giiurda Around tbe Primal-let. 
A correspondent of the Conshohockcn Re- 


corder advances a scheme, which has many 
good features, as a substitute for the usual 
method of conducting primary elections. He 
says: 


Positively prohibit by law the primary as 


it now exists, and in its stead provide for a 
general primary election, to be conducted 
substantially as the November election is 
now conducted, and under the conduct ol 
the same election officials, and to be held, 
say three or four weeks in advance of the 
November election. Advance the dates ol 
registration by three or four weeks, so that 
the registry lists may be completed in time 
for use at the general primary election, and 
permit only duly registered voters to par- 
ticiple in tbe primary. Let each man vote 
for whom he pleases as his candidate for 
each office, and as he deposits his vote, let 
the officials indorse on it how it is to be 
canvassed—i e., as a Republican or Demo- 
cratic ballot. When the ballots are counted 
let them be canvassed under their respective 
indorsements and provide that the person 
receiving the highest number of votes in the 
Hepublicau canvass shall be the Republican 
candidate, and so on, through Ihe various 
parlies or divisions of parties. If the tolal 
number of votes cast under the canvass of 
any party or faction is insufficient to entitle 
suca party or faction to file nominations un- 
der the law as it now stands, ignore such 
party or faction on the official ballot for the 
November eleciion. The adherents of that 
particular political faith will then have had 
a chance to stand up and be counted, and if 
they are loo few lo have any appreciable ef- 
fecl on the result, let them continue their 
campaign of education and wait till next 
time. The same will be true of the inde- 
pendents inside the party lines; if they are 
outvoled in the primary and the exponent 
of some other phase of the party faith wins 
the nomination, let those who did not vote 
for him in the primary choose whether they 
w ill support him in the November election 
or vote for his adversary. In tiiis way party 
loyalty will be preserved, as far as it may be 
done legitimately, and men will only vote 
against the nominee from strong, controlling 
reasons, and at the same time opportunity 
will be given, first, for a square test of 
Strength between the various factions of the 
party, and, second, for the deliberate choice 
between the nominee of a faction and the 
nominee of one's political adversary.

I made my first acquaintance with tlie 


Populists in Kansas. 
They appear to be as 


thick there as grasshoppers. At our last 
Rational election they carried the State by a 
fusion with the Democrats, the contract being 
that the Democrats should bave the presiden- 
tial electors aud the Populists should have 
all the State and local offices. 
The result is 


tliat the State in all its departments is in the 
absolute control of the Populistio party, and 
.hey have been able to enact legislation that 
enders it almost impossible for the Eastern 
apitalist who lias loaned them his money in 
good faith to recover it back again. 


The homestead exemption 
laws are so 


ramed that it is almost idle to attempt to 
eize the debtor's personal property in satis- 
action of a claim, and in his foreclosure pro- 
icedings against real estate, a stay of eigb- 
een months is allowed the debtor, which, lo- 
••cther with a period of seven months more 
required to run the foreclosure proceedings 
hrougli the courts, gives the debtor more 
.ban two years after defaulting the payment 
if interest, during which without the pay- 
ment of interest or taxes, he can gather the 
>roducts unmolested from tbe mortgaged 
)remises. 


In many cases there has been the greatest 


'rand pi'acticed upon tbe Eastern capitalist in 
the placing of these Kansas mortgages. 
Un- 


der tlie Federal laws the settler could pre- 
empt the government lands at one dollar and 
,wenty-five cents per acre provided ho placed 
some kinds of improvements upon the prop- 
erty and made it his residence. In nuu.er- 
ous instances these settlers would construct 
what are called dug outs, which was done by 
digging the clay and forming it into blocks 
and allowing them to dry in the sun, then 
digging a hole in the sand and placing these 
clay bricks over it in the shape of a big round 
hive and calling it a house. In other cases a 
frame shanty was put up costing from. $150 
to f200, and after living in t.he house for a 
period of six months the settler w^s entitled; 
to a patent to the land at. the regular price. 
The next to do was to ma,ke Application to 
pne of the numerous mushroom mortgage, 
trust; and Investment, companies, of which, 
the States of Kansas and Missouri are full. 
These companies would ostensibly send an 
agent to inspect the premises upon which a 
loan was solicited, who in glowing tcrmi 
would let forth a number of records of valu- 


ablo timber land (cottonwood trees) and ol 
rich prairie land, placing a valuation upon 
tbe biunc usually two or throe times the 
amount, of the loan desired. 
But in all cases 


nearly tbe loan itself was for a sum equal 
to aud in nituiy instances iu excess of all the 
property cost the settler. A mortgage was 
then taken by one of these companies for the 
amount of the loan requested and placed up- 
on record, then tlie company hunted nnmnd 
for some Eastern capitalist to bite at the 
tempting inducement of tivclvo per cent, in- 
terest. 
After a while some poor follow was 


taken in, then for (he fust time the settler 
received his money, the government pre- 
emption was paid and ' tlio investment com- 
pany received their eomuiihbion, 
and in 


cases when the loan exceeded the cost of the 
land and its improvements, and tho settler 
found himself in possession of throo or four 
hundred dollars ready money ho pulled up 
stakei and went further west and tried it 
over again. 
When these mortgages woro as- 


signed by tho investment companies (o the 
easterner capitalists they guaranteed tho pay- 
ment of tho principal, interest and costs of 
foreclosure if such proceedings wore neces- 
sary, but us they were nmdiroom corpora- 
tions with no assets of much value, they very 
conveniently failed, and when tho eastern 
capitalist came to look up his security he 
generally found that lie had a piece of prairie 
land fifteen hundred miles away from home, 
with no improvements upou it of any value 
which nobody wanted to buy. 


The system of fanning perbiicil in the West 


is certainly pernicious and is one which must 
inevitably in a comparative short time, bring 
the soil to such an impoverished state that no 
crops will grow upon it with any profit. 
I 


saw farm after farm that for forty consecutive 
years, ever since it was reduced to cultiva- 
tion has been cropped with corn. 
During all 


this time there has been no variation or 
change in tbo cereal produced and the land is 
not permitted to have any rest. 
Numbers of 


the farmers with whom 1 conversed, acknow- 
ledged Unit this was a wasteful system so 
exhaustive to the soil that where tbeir farms 
originally produced one hundred bushels of 
coin to tbe acre, many of them now would 
scarcely yield forty bushels to tho acre. 


Kansas is presumably a prohibition slate, 


and yet numbers of her citizen with whom 1 
conversed assured me that more intoxicating 
liquors were now consumed within her limits 
than foi merly under the license sy&fetn. 
In 


alighting from the train at Mound City the 
veiy first sight that attracted my attention 
was eight or ten beer kegs piled up at the 
railway station awaiting transportation, I in- 
quired of a bystander what these kegs con- 
tained aud be informed me with a grin thai 
they were filled with ''Kansas medicine." 
Subsequently on .speaking with numbers of 
tbe leading citizens of Mound City upon thih 
subject I hey all deplored •without exception, 
the prohibition feature of their laws and said 
that they sincerely hoped the state would 
sooa get back again to the license system. 
I saw men in an intoxicated condition upon 
their public streets, and I was informed that 
il. tl'ia ItHlrt to-.r., nf,,.T,,- H,<,,-t.n«/l ^nl, n^UtlJl ts 
mere were no less than six places -where K 
was generally uiidcistood that intoxicating 
liquors could be freely obtained. 


When prosecutions under tbe prohibitory 


laws were instituted in the courts the State 
invariably failed to secure a conviction be- 
cause tlie jury just flatly refused to convict, 
no matter ^hat evidence was produced, and 
in one or two of the principal cities of the 
SUte intoxicating liquors are openly sold be- 
hind public bars to anyone who asks for it, 
tbe offender simply paying a fine for violat- 
ing the law, which he can readily afford to do 
out of the profit of the business. 
Tnc Kan- 


sas Legislature was in session at Topeka 
while while I was in the State and tho ques- 
tion of re-submission of the license system 
was brought to a vote in the lower bouse and 
carried by a 
considerable majority, but 


failed to secure the two-third majority re- 
quired by the constitution, but it seemed to 
be the universal opinion among the citizens 
that in a year or two from now Kansas would 
bave a license laiv

The Pre«l<Uiil'» Cabinet.

SHOE EYELETS. 


One of the Comparatively Tew Tilings 


That Are Sold l>y the Million. 


There are many things that are sold by 


the gross, and. not a few that are sold by 
tho thousand, but there are not many thut 
are sold by the million. Among the things 
that are so Bold, however, are sboo eyelets. 


Shoo eyelets »ro mnde of brass by ma- 


chines whoso operation la almost entirely 
automatic. Three or four machines are re- 
quired to produce the eyelet In tho form in 
which it is sold, the brass being fed into 
the first machine in thin, flat strips. As 
sold to the shoe manufacturer the eyelet is 
turned down at one end only. The eyelets 
look as much as anything like so many 
little bats with narrow brims and without 
any tops in the crowns. The upper end of 
the crown, which is like the end of a little 
cylinder, is pxit through tho eyelet hole in 
the shoo, tho finished brim or flange of tho 
eyelet reeling ngauist the leather upon tho 
outside. Af CAT tlie eyelet hag thus been put 
in pluro its imior end is turned down up- 
on the leather by a machine made ior that 
purpose. In tho manufacture of the eyelets 
a number of very slight vertical indenta- 
tions are made ill equal distances apart in 
tho outsklo of tho eyelet around tho smooth, 
straight end. 
When tho shoe machine 


smashes down the inner side of tho eyelet, 
the metal parts at these indentations and 
is spread uniformly, thus giving it a se- 
cure hold. 


Eyelets aro made of various sizes in 


fliamctcr and of various lengths of shank 
or cylinder, according to the thickness of 
tho material with which they are to be 
used, and after they come from tho ma- 
chines they aro finished in great variety. 
Some aro finished white—those are silver 
plated; some arc gilt finished and some 
are coppered. Eyelets aro japanned in 
black or in various shades of russcc; they 
are, in fact, made in any size and of any 
color that may be desired. Sooner or later 
tho japanning wears off, exposing the 
brass. There aro now made shoe eyelets 
that arc covered with celluloid, which keep 
their color, but these are much more ex- 
pensive thuu the kinds commonly used. 


Shoe eyelets aro packed in boxes con- 


taining 1,000, 10,000, 100,000, 250,000 and 
000,000 each. Eyelets of the kinds most 
jBommonly used are sold, according to sizes 
and stylos, at prices ranging from SCO to 
$135 per 1,000,000. Some of the celluloid 
covered eyelets sell for us much as $500 
per 1,000,000. 


The sale of shoo eyelets depends, of 


course, somewhat upon tho prevailing 
style of shoe. When button shoes are more 
generally worn, not BO many shoo eyelets 
aro sold, but tho number sold is always 
very largo. 


ISyelotB are made for a wide variety ol 


uses, up to tho great eyelets that are sewed 
into tho corners of sails, through whieh 
the sail Is lashed to tho end of the boom 01 
yard. Taking them all together, tho num- 
ber is enormous. Of shoo eyelets nlone 
there are sold in this country some thou- 
sands of millions annually.—Kew York 
Sun.

KEELHAULING. 


The Horrible Torture That Was Oite: 


Meted Out to Jack Tar. 


Keelhauling was a method of naval dis- 


cipline particularly in vogue with tho 
Dutch navy, for as Van Tromp swept tho 
channel with a broom at his masthead his 
countrymen sometimes used human sweep- 
ers xinclcr their keels. In large square rig- 
ged vessels tho victim was lushed to a spar 
and had iron weights secured to his feet, 
spans were secured to this spar, and lines 
were led from it to the mainyard. When 
all was ready, the culprit was swayed up 
to the mainynrd, dropped into the sea and 
hauled under the ship to the other side. 
Here is the way Marryat describes its'op- 
eration in thnt small cutter where Small- 
bones suffered and Snarlcyow was thought 
to be a dog fiend: "This ingenious proc- 
pss," he writes, "is nothing more or less 
than scudding a poor navigator on a voy- 
age of discovery under the bottom of the 
vessel, lowering him down over the bows, 
and with tho ropes retaining him exactly 
In his position under the keelson, while he 
is drawn aft by a hauling line until he 
makes his appearance at the rudder chains, 
generally speaking quite out of breath, 
not at tho rapidity of his motion, but be- 
cause whun so long under the water he 
had expended all the breath in his body 
and was induced to take salt water in lieu. 


"In the days of keelhauling the bottoms 


of vessels were not coppered, and in conse- 
quence were all studded with a species oi 
shellfish rallied barnacles, which attached 
themselves, and as these shells were all 
open 'mouthed and with sharp cutting 
points those who \inderwent this punish- 
ment (for they were made to hug the keel- 
son of tho vessel by tho ropes at each side 
fastened to their arms) were cut and scored 
nil over the body as if with so .many .lan- 
cets, generally cqmipg up bleeding in ev- 
ery part. T3ut this was considered rather 
advantageous than otherwise, as the loss 
of blood restored tho patient if he was not 
quite drowned, and the consequence was 
that one out of three, it is said, have been 
known to recover after their submarine 
excursion." 


No words can add to this weird descrip- 


tion of a very old and hearty sea way of 
murdering. 
All the officers of junior and 


middle runt and all the men, whether vol- 
unteered, shanghaied or pressed, were sys- 
tematically underpaid and robbed.—Har- 
per's Weekly.

RACE ABOUT EXTINCT. 


Few Survivors of the SontU African Brah- 


men Left. 


One of the most interesting races in the 


world, from an ethnologist's point of view, 
Is on the point of extinction. 
For many 


y<;ars past the bushmen of South Africa 
have been dwindling in numbers till tho 
survivors may almost be counted on one's 
fingers. The bushman is first cousin to the 
diminutive race of pygmies found by the 
great explorer Du Chaillu in the constlajids 
of western Africa, near the equator, and 
closely resembles the dwarfs found" by 
Stanley in the great Aruwhimi forest. In 
all probability they are the remnants of 
tho aboriginal race of Africa which has 
been driven into the corners of the African 
earth by successive invasions of Hottentot, 
Bantu and negro tribes. Their existenui 
in Africa is mentioned as far back as 1580 
by Andrew Battcll, one of the earliest of 
Africa's English explorers. He describes 
them as "no bigger than boys of 12 years 
old, but very thick, and they liveonlyupon 
flesh, which they kill in the woods with 
their bows and their darts." 


The bushman is one of the lowest types 


of humanity, not many degrees removed 
from the animal. Ho is of small stature, 
but not dwarfed, and, with high check 
bones, his deep set eyes have an exceedingly 
cunning look. Bushmen are troglodytes, 
and, remaining in their eaves by day, sally 
forth at night from their mountain fast- 
nesses and harass the nearest farmers by 
slaying th«ir stock with arrows composed 
of reeds tipped with bone or iron saturated 
in the fatal juice of the euphorbia tree 
mixed with the poison of snakes and spi- 
ders. 
So troublesome tMd they become in 


Natal during the early, history of the col- 
ony that a special fort was builtr—now 
known as Fort Nottingham—whence ex- 
peditions were organized against theso 
diminutive marauders. Still later a war 
of extermination was waged ngainsfc them 
by a band of termers under the Drakons- 
berg, who raided their haunts in the wild 
mountains and succeeded in freeing them- 
selves from this troublesome pest. Every 
bushman fought for himself, and they rec- 
ognized no chief, much less any primitive 
system of government such as prevails 
among tho Bantu race. 


It is a singular thing that, though so low 


in the social scale, the bushman possesses 
the power of illustration totally unknown 
to his more civilized successors, and very 
creditable representations of. clands,dingos, 
snakes, and even scenes of hunting and 
battle are to be found in tho eaves of 
Drakensborg, above tho sources of tho 
Bushman river. Several of the drawings 
have been removed to tho library at Pieter- 
maritzburg, whore they form a, valuable 
collection for the colonial antiquary. • The 
bushman's language is mainly composed 
of clicks, of whieh there are six distinct 
kinds, but it is impossible on hearing one 
pf this pygmy race talk to do oth'grwise 
£han set him down as an animal.l^T^jpro te 
a local tradition in Natal that "the last dl 
the bushmen" was a farm laborer,,ut one 
of the homesteads under the DralconsTjerg, 
and, falling sick of a fever, his cndvrtis de- 
voutly looked for by a IOCEI! scientist, who 
on the desired consummation, obtained 
his bones and forwarded them to England 
where they are now exposed to public gaze 
in tho South Kensington museum.—Chi 
cago Chronicle.

reply is, "Painting." Everything is paint- 
nblo, and the desert is always beautiful 
Infinitely varied in texture and local color, 
prolific of wild flowers and insect life, its 
Interest is unending, while its trackless 
expanse undulating to the horizon seems 
like an ocean suddenly petrified into abso- 
lute rest, and impresses the mind with a 
sense of vastuess and repose which noth 
ing, in my opinion, can equal.
